Three New Territorlei-- Colorado, V 
vafla ana Decotah. 


As the telegraph has already announced, 


the 'bills organizing the territories of Colo- 
rado, Nevada and Decotah have passed both 
houses of congress and have been signed 
by the President. This increases the num- 
ber of the territo'ies of the United States 
to seven, including the previously existing 
ones, of ^ashington,* -Nebraska, Utah and 
New' Mexico. 


The first of these territories, Colorado, 


includes parts of Kansas, .Nebraska j and 
e»s tern ;Utali. Its' boundaries run ''As -fol- 
lows: Beginning at a point where the 102d 
degree of r west longitude from; Greenwich 
crosses the 37th' parallel' of riortE latitude, 
thence north along said 102d parallel to 
where it intersects the 41st degree of north 
latitude, thence west along said line to the 
109th .(degree ,of west longitude," thence 
south along said line to the 37th degree of 
north latitude, thence, east along the 37th 
degree of north latitude to the place of be- 
ginning. 
The territory contains about 


100,000 square miles, and at -thirtime a 
population of some 25,000 persons. 
The 


Rocky Mountains divide the territory into 
two parts, westward from them flowing a 
large: number of, rivers; tributary; to; the 
Colorado, and eastward others ' eq'ually nu- 
merous and large, tributary to the Arkan- 
sas and South Platte- rivers. It includes 
the famous mining region, Pike's Piiak, 
rich'in gold and other metals, cut off by 
deserts from the more fertile western states, 
but destined to be the home of advancing 
civilization, and to give up its treasures at 
the summons~bf enlightened toil. 


Nevada is taken from western Utah and 


California. Its boundaries are as follows : 
Beginning at the point of intersection of the 
4'2d degree of north latitude with the 39th 
degree of longitude .west from Washington ; 
thence running south "on " the line of this 
1 1 6th deg. west longitude, until it intersects 
the northern boundary of the territory of 
New Mexico ; thence due west to the divid- 
ing ridge separating the waters of Carson 
Valley from those,that flow into the Pacific ; 
thence on this dividing -ridge northwardly 
to the 41st degree north latitude ; thence 
due north to the southern boundary line of 
the state of Oregon ; thence due east to the 
place of beginning. That portion of the 
territory within the present limits of the 
state of California is -not to be included 
within Nevada, until the state of California 
shall assent to the same by an act irrevoca- 
ble without the consent of the United 
States.

Yankton, 'Sissitoh 
and Sioux tribes are numerous and live 
chiefly by the chase. The territory includes 
open, grassy plains, high rolling prairies, a 
great number of lakes and ponds, and very 
numerous valuable rivers. The climate of 
the south is mild ; that of the north severe, 
though less so than might be expected from 
its high latitude. The land'is welt timber- 
ed, and the valleys -are highly productive. 
Coal abounds in some parts, and other min- 
erals add wealth to the reeion. The game 
is plentiful, and of great value for its furs. 


The eager thirst for the precious metals, 


which has opened these far western regions 
to the white man, already modified by the 
discovery that the labor necessary to obtain 
the metal, will yield more satisfactory re- 
turns when expended in tilling the soiliand 
developing the natural resources of the 
country, will soon exert only its proper in- 
fluence ; then the natural vigor of free la- 
bor, assisted by the intelligently fostering 
care of . an enlightened government; will. 
soon redeem these noble territories from 
their wilduess, and legitimately, extend by 
so much the real area of freedom.

cisioxs BY JUDGE MILLER INVOLVING $5,- 
000,000. — The case of Branson and Soutter 
trustees, against the LaCrosse and Milwau- 
kee railroad company, to foreclose a mart- 
§age '.on the line of the road from Milwau- 


ee to Portage City, for one million dol- 
lars; and also the case of Bronson, Soutter 
and Knapp trustees, against the same com- 
pany, to loreclose a mortgage on the land 
grant and the line of the road, from Port- 
age ..City, to LaCrosse for four million dol- 
lars, were decided yesterday. Judge Miller 
read two elaborate opinions in those cases. 
The result was, that the second mortgage 
bonds were reduced from one million to five 
hundred thousand. Nineteen hundred and 
ninety-onejthousand of the first issue of the 
land grant* bonds were allowed at par; five 
hundred aid nine thousand, the remainder 
of the first issue, and the second issue of 
one million five hundred thousand dollars 
were reduced to forty per cent.

five million 
dollars.

amounts to one million seven hundred and 
five thousand four hundred dollars, which 
reduces the debt on these two mortgages to 
three million two hundred and ninety-four 
thousand six hundred dollars.
